George Stepheston was born in the village | 
of Wylam, on the banks of the Tyne, about 
nine miles West of Newcastle, in April, 1781 
and at the time of bis death, in 1848, was in 
his 68th year. His father was a workman at 
the Wylam Colliery, and be himself worked io 
the same humble way, having been sent into 
the pit at avery early age. His advancement 
was gradoal, until Ms employers breame aware

The Grst locomotive railway for the purpose 
of travelling, according to the present prioei- 
ples of traction, was laid between Stockton and 
Dartington; apd was opened in 1825. Mr.

A WORD TO YOUNG MEN.

In this Repabiie, the Law has been, till with- 
im a few years, the favorite profession of the for- 
tumate few. The Lew was the beaten path to 
the highest hopors. Every President bet two 
has been chosen from the legal profession, and 
would not have been chosen, if be had not beeu 








present time, the p retains 
of ite former prestige. It is only in the last few 


wealth end comsequence of great lawyers. 
Lawyers know better than we do, that the best 
days of the legal profession are over, and over 
forever. codes reduce fees. Im- 
proved maupers and increasing enlightenment 
diminish litigation. The more men know, the 
better friends they are; and the better friends 
men are, the more likely they are to be able to 
settle their disputes without the assistance of a 
Court. Moreover, the great honors of the 
State, once so much coveted—cnce so sugust 
aad overwheiming-— are now of far lees account 
—bdeeause the whole country understands that 
thore high honor: cannot, except by sccident, 
fall upon the deserving; bat are merely the 
stock in trade of a mall, disrepatable class of 
men, who have made a business of politics, and 
whose jargon in the newspapers is even unin- 
telligible to the public. Emphatically, the 
palmy days of the lew are over. 

We believe there is no diminution in the 
wumber of candidates for such legal honors as 
are lett; but in the quality of those candidates 
there is a palpable depreciation. We cannot 
speak for other places, bat in New York the 
elite of the young men deo not, as a general 
thing, becom students of law. When they do, 
it is becanse an uncle, or a father, or ap inti- 
mete friend, is the possessor of a business in 
whieh there is am opening and a - In 
fact, to create a legal business in New York, is 
understood to be just one degree within an im- 
possibility. In the country, it is less difficult ; 
bat to an honorable man, sometimes quite im- 
possible. For example, there is a town about 
a bandred miles from New York, in which re- 
side four young lawyers, whose united practice 
(a year ago) would have kept a cow in tolers- 
ble pasture. They were not the men to sit at 
their Gesks and patiently starve. (On the con- 
trary, they had no sooner got a license to prac- 
tice, and their tin plates painted, than they set 
about making a stir In the country, “ to get,” 
as one of them happily termed it, « their names 
up.” A embraced the “temperance cause,” 
and spoke at meetings. B plunged into Oudd- 
Fellowship, and passed his leisure moments in 
visiting lodges aed advocating the interests of 
the Odd Fellows generally. C went into ex- 
tremities of polities, and got-bis mame in the 
papers. D devoted himselt to the charch, and 
advanced so far om the road to preferment as to 
be allowed to hand round the plate. These ex. 
pedients, we are informed, have not been em- 
ployed im vain; and this fact alone—the fact 
‘hat such «xpedieats con/d be succesful ia ai- 
most enough of itself to pat a stamp of infamy 
ym the profession. We do not think it is going 
too far to say, that the lew is among the leat 
professions that one woukd now recommend to 
& young man of honor, spirit and talent 
Among the elder members of the legal profes 
sion, there are men of the first respectability, 
iment talent great worth ; but it is not 
the profession for a young man to choose in the 
year of our Lord, 1853 
It ts « talking profession ; and what is wanted 
im these days i action, and the power of direct 
ing action. We want architects whe, to use 
the language of Mr. Greenough, ean app'y 
Greek principles, without imiteting Greek 
This mstion, im the course of the next 
Gfty yeurs, is to be torn down and built up bet- 
ter.
